INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Alabama has had more 
cases of infantile paralysis 


this year than any state in 
proportion to population, 
Mr. R. E. Mattox, Chairman 
of the Coffee County Chap- 


ter, National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, re- 
ported. 


An epidemic of infantile 
paralysis is due for Alaba- 
ma because the length of 
time which has passed since 
the 1941 epidemic has per- 


-|mitted the development of a 


new group of susceptible 
children. Epidemics may be 
expected every four or five 
years. We are forewarned. 
There are several things we 
can do: 

1. We can reduce the 
spread of the germ by bet- 
ter sanitation, for flies carry 
the virus which leaves the 
body in the bowel discharg- 
es of the case and contacts. 

2. We can reduce the crip- 
pling effects by prompt di- 
agnosis and early treatment 


.of cases. 


3. We can recognize that 
both prevention and treat- 
ment are local community 
problems. Each community 
needs to organize so there 
will be no time lost if a case 
occurs and no unnecessary 
cases due to old-fashioned 
lack of sanitation. 

Any interested communi- 
ty should organize a com- 
mittee. Bulletin No. 51 of 
the National Foundation 
gives advice on the preven- 
tion of infantile paralysis 
and will be sent upon re- 
quest to Mr. R. E. Mattox, 
Enterprise.

The Bighth Air Force was 
the world’s mightiest strate- 
gic bombing force, Its per- 
sonnel of 185,000 was the 
equivalent of 12 infantry di- 
visions, and it could send 
21,000 airmen in 2,000 four- 
engined bombers and 1,000 
fighters over Germany at 
one time, a combat effort 
possible onty through the 
support of tens of thousands 
of non-flying specialists.

MAN’S FAILURES AND 
GOD'S PROMISES 


LESSON Tie}. ?—Genesis 6:5-7; 8:1, 4, 
18, 20-22. 

GOLDEN TEXT —While the earth re- 
maineth, seedtime and harvest, and cold 
and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night shall not cease.—Gen. sis 
8322, 


The beginnings of all things in 
the book of Genesis include, we are 
sorry to note, the beginning of sin 
in the fall of Adam. Soon we read 
of the first murder, Cain slaying 
his godly brother, Abel, because his 
acceptance with God exposed the 
wrong heart-attitude of Cain. 

The godly line was renewed in 
Seth, but before long sin again lifted 
its ugly head, Now the wickedness 
of man had become so widespread 
that God was driven to a drastic 
judgment. 

I. Judgment for 
(6: 5-7), 

The Lord sees the wickedness of 
men—let us not forget that! At 
times it seems as though the un- 
godly flourish in their sin and that 
there is no judgment upon them, 

God knows what goes on in the 
world. He is long-suffering and mer- 
ciful, but there is a boundary line 
to His patience, and when that 
limit is reached, there can be 
nothing but judgment. 

Ever imagination of the thoughts 
of man’s heart was evil continual- 
ly (v. 5). One is reminded of Jere- 
miah 17:9, and of such a contem- 
porary estimate of man as that of 
Dr. Mackay, who said, ‘‘Psycholo- 
gy has unveiled the dismal and sin- 
ister depths in human nature, Man 
can no longer flee from reality into 
the romantic refuge of his own 
heart; for the human heart has be- 
come a house of horrors in whose 
murky recesses man cannot erect 
for his solace either a shrine or a 
citadel. Man is bad; he is a sin- 
ner.” 

God did not change His mind 
(v. 6), but man by his sin moved 
himself out of the circle of God's 
love over into the circle of His 
judgment. God never changes, but 
we change our relation to Him by 
our actions. Such is the evident 
meaning of this verse. 

II. Deliverance for the Upright (8: 
1, 4, 18). 

God remembered Noah, and he 
“found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord” (Gen, 6;8) because he was “a 
just man’’ (6:9). At the Lord’s com- 
mand, he prepared the ark for the 
saving of himself and his house, 
and after the Lord had ‘‘shut him 
in’’ 7:16), the great judg-

in (Gen. 
ment by water came upon the earth. 

After 150 days (Gen. 7:24), the 
Lord remembered Noah (8:1) and 
caused the earth to dry up once 
again, The same Lord who shut him 
in to keep him during the flood 
brought him out after the flood (8: 
15, 16), gave him great power (9: 
1-4), assured him of His protection 
(9:5-7), and gave him the great 
promise (9:8-16) of which the rain- 
bow became the token. 

The God who will in no wise for- 
get the sin of the wicked will 
never leave nor forsake those who 
walk uprightly before Him, The 
story of Noah should stimulate our 
faith, causing us to obey and trust 
God. His protecting hand is over 
His children, and He can bring 
them through the darkest days of 
tribulation. 

Ill, Mercy in the Midst of Sin 
(8; 20-22), 

“Noah builded an altar,’’ for the 
first impulse of his heart was to 


deliverance. His offering came up 
to God as ‘‘a sweet savor,"’ that is, 
it was pleasing to God, 

To come before God with accept- 
able worship man. must come 
with clean hands. The question is 
not whether he is brilliant, learned, 
or of high position. The one thing 
that counts is obedience. When 
such a man offers the worship of 
his heart before God, it goes up to 
him like a sweet savor, 

God knew man’s heart (v, 21). 
He had no illusions that even the 
judgment of the flood would change 
it. Eagerly His love sought man's 
obedient response, but He well knew 
that the awful pestilence of sin 
would continue until the very end 
of the age. 

So in spite of that sin, and in the 
very midst of it, God promised that 
He would never again wipe out hu- 
manity as He did in the flood, 
There would be individual judgment 
and collective judgment on certain 
groups, but never again the smiting 
of every living thing. Thus, He set 
men free from the terror which 
must have now been in their hearts, 

‘THe beautiful rainbow in the cloud 
became a token of God’s promise, 
and the visible assurance to ‘‘all 
flesh’’ that the judgment of the flood 
would not be repeated. Never again 
would seed time and harvest, nor 
any of the orderly processes of 
nature, fail throughout the whole 
earth, : 

What a gracious God we have! 
And what a pity that men presume 
upon His goodness.

Japanese Maneuvers in China 
Betray Fear of U.S. Invasion; 
United Nations Chart Peace

PACIFIC: 


Strategic Moves 
Maneuverings by both Chinese 
and Japanese troops in China com- 
manded the shifting spotlight in the 
Pacific, with the enemy seeking to 
strengthen his position on the 
Asiatic mainland against an ex- 
pected U. S. invasion. : 
Fevered Japanese activity in 
China continued as Okinawa fell and 
the enemy reported the anchorage 


_ of 100 Allied transports off the Ryu- 


kyus and the presence of an impres- 

sive task fleet in Formosan waters 
With Jap-occupied China con- 
sidered a twin defensive bas- 
tion along with the homeland, it- 
self, the enemy’s movements 
in the territory apparently were 

designed to meet the threat of a 

combined U, §S. attack from sea 

and Chinese assault on land, 
while also consolidating commu- 
nication lines. 

Reports from the mainland con- 
flicted with the Chinese playing up 
their assault on the big bomber base 
at Liuchow previously lost to the 
Japs, and the enemy emphasizing 
action northeast of Hong Kong 
where they claimed to have foiled 
the plans of 60,000 Chinese troops to 
aid an American landing. 

While the Nipponese maneuvered 
about in China, U. S. conquest of 


Okinawa made their overall position | 


even more precarious, affording an 
excellent operational base for future 
aerial, sea or land assaults on either 
Japan itself or nearby enemy hold- 
ings, notably Formosa. 

Marked by some of the blood- 
fest large-scale fighting of the 
war, the Okinawa campaign cost 
the Japs over 87,000 in dead 
alone, with the usual small 
smattering of prisoners, who 
failed to battle to the end like 
the majority. Though over- 
whelming U. S. air, sea and 
ground power doomed the ene- 
my from the start, the Japs 
fougk‘ hard from cave-studded 
terrain until the fall of the 
Shuri line across the island de- 
prived them. of strong natural 
defenses. Of 45,029 U. S. casual- 
ties, 11,269 were killed or miss- 
ing, and 33,769 wounded. 


UNITED NATIONS: 


Chart Peace 

With final deliberations of the par- 
ley marked by concessions to the 
smaller countries, the United Na- 
tions whipped their postwar peace 
organization into shape at San Fran- 
cisco, with major responsibility for 
future stability devolving upon the 
Big Five — the U. S., Britain, 
Russia, France and China. The pact 
must now be ratified by member 
countries. 

Right to air a grievance before 
the all-powerful security council bul- 
warked by the Big Five as perma- 
nent members, and the privilege to 
discuss all matters falling within in- 
ternational relations, were the two 
prerogatives won by the smaller 
nations in the closing sessions of 
the parley after Russian opposition. 

Despite the smaller nations’ last 
minute victories, however, chief 
powers of the postwar peace organ- 
ization remain in the hands of the 
Big Five, with virtually they alone 
able to arbitrate disputes, impose 
economic sanctions to bring poten- 
tial aggressors in line and call up 
the international air, sea and ground 
forces to enforce peace, Converse- 
ly, any of the Big Five could veto 
such action. 

Creation of the international air, 
sea and ground force under a gen- 
eral military staff with regional 
branches marked the first time in 
history that such an organization 
had been established, 


MEAT PRODUCTION 


With at least 3,000,000 fewer work- 
ers on farms and ranches during 
the last four years than in World 
War I, the U. S. has produced and 
processed an average of 7,000,000,- 
000 more pounds of meat annually 
than was produced and processed in 
the average year of that war, Harry 
W. Farr, chairman of the National 
Live Stock and Meat board, reported 
at the recent meeting of the organ- 
ization,

Although no peace conference was 
held at San Francisco, the United 
Nations postwar organization pro- 
vided for international trusteeships 
over conquered enemy territory and 
the eventual attainment of self-rule 
or independence for so-called ‘‘sub- 
ect’’ people. Under the arrange- 
ments, the U. S. would be permitted 
to retain Jap possessions for de- 
fensive bases until congress agreed 
to turn them over to the peace or- 
ganization. 

In addition to providing for politi- 
cal and military action, an interna- 
tional court of justice was set up 
for the settlement of legal disputes 
among nations, with the security 
council empowered to enforce deci- 
sions. Special bodies looking toward 
the social, as well as economic de- 
velopment of nations, also were es- 
tablished.

Under Fire

underground elements resisting Ger- 
man occupation claimed a hold on 
the people. In the case of Greece, 
George II finds himself unable to re- 
turn to Athens because of internal 
opposition; in Yugoslavia, Peter has 
been forced to bow to the Partisan 
Tito, ex-metal worker; in Italy, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel was forced to retire 
because of democratic politicians’ 
opposition to his countenancing of 
Fascism and put the monarchy in 
Prince Umberto's none too firm or 
popular hands. 

No weakling, Leopold has not 
been cowed by his opposition, seek- 
ing to return with the support of the 
strong Catholic party plus sym- 
pathetic elements from other politi- 
cal parties. Though Britain has pro- 
fessed open neutrality in the Bel- 
gian dispute, Leopold's mother has 
been active in his behalf in London, 
where strong attachment to mon- 
archy continues to exist particular- 
ly because of the opportunity it af- 
fords for welding alliances throu 
family relationships. 


RECIPROCAL TRADE: 
Pass New Act 


Termed by Pres, Harry S. Tru- 
man ‘of the first order of impor- 
tance for the success of my adminis- 
tration,”’ the bill extending the re- 
cipocal trade act for three years 
and authorizing the chief executive 
to cut tariff levels 50 per cent below 
existing levels was passed by both 
house and senate. 

By a 54 to 21 vote, the senate sent 
the bill to the White House for sig- 
nature after defeating an effort to 
strike the President's tariff cutting 
authority from the legislation.. Be- 
cause some duties already have 
been slashed 50 per cent below the 
Smoot-Hawley schedules of 1930 un- 
der the previous reciprocal trade 
act, total reductions of 75 per cent 
will now be permissible. 

Though the Republican minority 
bitterly opposed the bill on the 
grounds that it would countenance a 
flow of cheap goods to the U. S, in 
detriment to American producers, 
administration forces experienced 
little difficulty pushing the measure 
through as a step toward interna- 
tional economic co-operation, 


STATE REVENUES RISE 


Collections from general sales, 
use and gross income taxes levied 
by a total of 23 states soared in 1944 
to an all-time high of $745,000,000— 
or 38.5 per cent of the $1,940,000,000 
collected by all 48 states from all 
their major excise taxes during the 
year. 

Total sales, use and gross in- 
come taxes, also, represents a 
7.5 per cent increase over col- 
lections for 1943,

HIGHWAY PROBE: 
Graft Charged 

Spurred by charges that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars are be- 
ing grafted on the construction of 
the inter-American highway linking 
the U. S, with the Panama canal, 
the senate war investigating com- 
mittee prepared to undertake a 
probe of all projects on foreign soil. 

Launched by the war department, 
the inter-American highway came in 
for the major attention, with Rep- 
resentative Arends (Ill.) pointing up 
the charges with the declaration 
that while a private construction 
firm botched up a road building job 
in Nicaragua for $8,000,000, army 
engineers laid a similar stretch per- 
fectly for only $2,000,000. Miles of 
the private job are of soft road bed 
and virtually impassable in many 
parts, he said, 

Echoing charges of Senators Fer- 
guson (Mich.); Moore (Okla.) and 
Robertson (Wyo.), Representative 
Arends also declared that most of 
the graft is made under arrange- 
ments whereby private  contrac- 
tors rent their own equipment to 
the government for use on a proj- 
ect. Monthly rental of a D-8 crawl- 
er type tractor is $775 whether the 
machine is worked or left idle, he 
said. 


TRUCK STRIKES: 
G.I.s Man Vehicles 


Thousands of army troops poured 
into Chicago by air, vehicle and 
train to man idle carriers and 
break the back of an extended strike 
of members of two trucking unions 
dissatisfied with a War Labor board 
ruling allowing them a raise of $4.08 
for a 51 hour week. They asked for 
a $5 raise and a 48-hour week. 


Though neither the Independent 
Chicago -Truck Drivers union nor 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters (AFL) officially called a 
Strike, some 10,000 of their 14,000 
members were out, with non-strik- 
ing drivers afforded police and mili- 
tary protection on their routes. Un- 
der federal law, union officiers are 
liable for prosecution for calling a 
walkout on government - managed 
industries, 


With workers ignoring their lead- 
ers’ pleas to return to their jobs in 
the early days of the strike, much 
essential war and civilian freight 
lay unmoved as the force of some 
400 G.I.s and 4,000 non-striking 
drivers proved inadequate. When 
union members persisted in holding 
out, 10,000 additional G.I.s were or- 
dered to the city. ‘‘The army will 
break the strike. You can’t beat 
the United States army," said Ellis 
T. Longenecker, federal manager for 
the struck-bound properties. 


Find Tuberculosis Vaccine 


Seven years of experience at the 
Chicago Municipal Tuberculosis 
sanitarium have held out high hope 
for a TB vaccine capable of prevent- 
ing growth of the disease in children 
whose parents or other family mem- 
bers have or have not been afflicted 
by the malady. 


Known as the bacillus of Calmette 
and Guerin, or BCG, after the French 
physicians who developed it, the 
vaccine wes given to 1,302 infants 
within three to seven days after 
birth, At the same time, 1,276 un- 
vaccinated children were kept under 
observation for comparison. 

According to Dr. Frederick Tice 
of the Chicago tuberculosis center, 
only three cases and one death of 
TB were reported out of the 1,302 
vaccinated children, while 23 cases 
and four deathes were recorded for 
those unvaccinated. Of vaccinated 
children whose parents or other fam- 
ily members have had the disease, 
only one contracted TB and none 
died, while of the unvaccinated in 
the same group four developed the 
malady and three died. 


MOSCOW : 


Sentence Poles 


In a case typical of swift Russian 
court procedure, 12 of the Polish ‘un- 
derground leaders charged with car- 
rying on subversive activities behind 
Red army lines were found guilty 
and sentenced to imprisonment, 
with three acquitted. Also typical of 
the conduct of defendants on trial 
in the Soviet, the accused wholly or 
partially admitted their guilt and 
virtually co-operated in the prosecu- 
tion against themselves, 


During the brief trial, the defend- 
ants said that the Polish under- 
gound had been ordered into hiding 
by the government in exile in Lon- 
don and advised to form a military- 
political organization designed to re- 
sist alleged Russian encroachments 
against Polish independence. Charg- 
ing the Reds with trying to set up a 
communist - dominated rule _ in 
Poland, the London regime long has 
been at loggerheads with Moscow. 


Ru§sia’s arrest of the wunder- 
ground leaders after allegedly invit- 
ing them to discuss political ques- 
tions first provoked a stir in U. S. 
and British circles, with one of the 
objectives of Harry Hopkins’ recent 
mission to Moscow being to straight: 
en out the tangle. 


ALUMINUM 


Expansion of the aluminum indus- 
try in the U. S. to a capacity one 
and one-half times the prewar pro- 
duction of the entire world has given 
this country more than 300 major 
aluminum plants, a survey shows, 

In addition to 330 major works, 
1,000 small aluminum foundries are 
scattered throughout the country, 
and.aluminum plants of one kind or 
another can now be found in 39 of 
the 48 states. Five large plants are 
producing oxide from which pure 
aluminum is made, 


PFC, JOHN DAVID JIN. 
RIGHT KILLED ON LUZON 


Pfe. John David Jinright, 
Jv., was killed in action on 
Luzon, May 28, according to 
information received by his 
mother recently. He is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
David Jinright, Sr., Elba Rt. 
1. He was serving with the 
Infantry . 

Pfe. Jinright volunteered 
for service in July, 1944, at 
tne age of 18 years. He re- 
ceived his training at Camp 


Shelby, Miss., and Camp 
Fannin, Texas. He came 


home for four days in Janu- 
ary of this year, returning 
to Fort Ord, Calif., to sail 
for overseas service, He sail- 
ed in February, 1945. 

In a letter from his com- 
manding officer, received by 
his mother, he was highly 
praised for his bravery. 

Shortly after landing ov- 
erseas, he sent the following 
paryer to his mother: 

MY DAILY PRAYER 

God has been very good to me— 

Although I’m far away, 

I'm blessed with memories of 

you 

That brighten every day. 

And so, in humble gratitude, 

I say this daily prayer: 

Till my return, God bless you 

And keep you happy there,

In the very near future, 
community committeemen 
will make a farm-to-farm 
visit for the purpose of tak- 
ing orders for Austrian win- 
ter peas, blue lupine, phos- 
phate, basic slag, ete. 

Farmers are reminded 
that the 1945 AAA program 
is a conservation program 
and that no commodity pay- 
ments or benefit payments 
are involved. ‘Te program 
simply assists farmers who 
want to carry out conserva- 
tion practices, ‘by paying 
part of the cost of the seed 
or fertilizer used. For an 
example: A ton of basic slag 
will cost $9.75. The AAA 
will pay the dealer $7.00 
end the farmer will pay the 
dealer $2.75. A 100Ib saek 
of Austrian winter peas wilt 
cost $6.20. The farmer will 
pay the dealer not less than 
20 per cent of this $6.20 and 
the AAA will pay the bal- 
ance. Dealers have been 
contacted and have agreed 
to stock conservation mate- 
rials. It is now up to the 
farmers to give their com- 
munity committeemen their 
orders so that sufficient ma- 
terials can be obtained for 
the county’s need. 

Winter legumes should be 
planted on as much of the 
acreage as is possible. The 
legumes should be planted 
by October 15 by all means. 
Winter legumes when turn- 
ed next spring will add _ ni- 
tiogen and organic matter 
to the soil. These two items 
are essential to the econom- 
ic production of most crops 
grown in Coffee County.

3. Whooping cough is es- 
pecially dangerous for ba- 
bies. The older the child the 
less the danger. 

4. The special danger in 
whooping cough is the de- 
velopment of pneumonia. 
People should be kept away 
from children with whoop- 
ing cough because visitors 
or members of the family 
can bring the germs that 
cause pneumonia and the 
child with whooping cough 
catches pneumonia — easily. 
This is also true of measles. 

During the first ten days 
to two weeks the child with 
whooping cough does not 
whoop but has symptoms of 
a cold with a dry cough. 
This is a danger period for 
other children and for the 
whooping cough case, for 
whooping cough may not be 
suspected. Therefore, at 
this time especially, all chil- 
dren with symptoms of cold 
should be kept by them- 
selves,

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DWIGHT MOODY SAW 
OKINAWA BATTLE; 
ASKS ABOUT ELBIANS 


Dwight Moody,  Store- 
keeper first class, former El- 
bian and son of Rev. and 
Mrs. W. L. Moody, in a let- 
ter to The Clipper tells some 
of his experiences during 
the battle for Okinawa, and 
asks about a number of El- 
ba people. The letter was 
written June 10 and reach- 
ed us a few days ago. Be- 
low we are printing a few 
paragraphs from the letter, 
He says: 

“Where is H. C. now? I 
haven't heard where he is 
for over a year. Since I was 
talking to you last, | think. 

“Katherine and Gordon 
wrote me that Carlos Swain 
was on Okinawa. I see by 
The Clipper that Billy Per- 
due is out here. I received 
a radio message recently 
from Verdis Cook, a former 
Elba boy. His mother had 
written him that I was on 
the Portland. He is a Chief 
Radioman aboard a destroy- 
er escort. Elba seems to 
have had a pretty good rep- 
resentation in the initial 
Okinawan campaign. I wrote 
Papa that | thought 
was real picture presented 
in the three of us, Billy, Car- 
los and myself, being in the 
campaign of Okinawa, each 
without knowledge that the 
others were there, and each 
in a different branch of the 
service, fighting toward the 
same goal. 

“T saw the battle for Oki- 
nawa from the beginning, 
since the Portland was in 
the task force that began 
bombarding Okinawa _ prior 
to the invasion. We bom- 
barded for eight days be- 
fore the troops landed. We 
later bombarded the little 
island of IH Shima for two 
days prior to the landing of 
troops. It was about two 
days later that Ernie Pyle 
was killed on the little is- 
land. 

“The island of IE Shima 
is, or I should say was, the 
most beautiful island I have 
seen. It was comparable to 
a large estate with well-kept 
grounds. Both IE Shima and 
Okinawa were winter re- 
sorts for the wealthy Japan- 
ese. I would compare the 
climate there to that of Pan- 
ama City, Florida. 

“T did not mean to write 
so much. I could write on 
and on about incidents that 
occurred during the Okina- 
Wa campaign. It was the 
toughest yet. 

I learned a few weeks ago 
that Mr. Edmonds was dead. 
| regretted to hear of it, for 
I liked him very much. He 
Was a very nice man. 

I have wondered what has 
been done about the office. 
Who is to succeed him, ete. 
I am on military furlough 
from my job at the Supply 
Depot at Balboa, but I some- 
times think I would like to 
come back and fill the office 
of Tax Assessor in order to 
be at home for a while. But 
if I want to come home to 
live, there are other thing's 
as well. 

I must close. If Mr. Mc- 
Dowell is with you, give him 
my best regards. Give my 
regards to Mrs. Bryan.”

POLISH REFUGEES 
AID YANKS THROUGH 
GERMAN LINES 


With The 84th (Railsplit- 
ter) Infantry Division in 
Germany (Delayed) — Two 
Polish refugees recently 
guided a five-man Railsplit- 
ter Patrol through enemy 
territory back to American 
lines. Five soldiers from the 
638th Tank Destroyer Bat- 
talion had been sent out in 
two jeeps to locate their ar- 
mored car which had been 
hit. The men were Pfe. Jas. 
Watson, Louisville, Ky.; 
Pvt. Jack Nelson, Elba, Ala. ; 
Set. Ernest Waldron, Jeffer- 
son Town, Ky.; Pfe. Joseph 
Smith, Louisville, Ky., and 
and Pvt. Ivan Frost, Buffa- 
lo, N. Y. 

The two jeeps were speed- 
ing along a road when they 
met two Nazis riding motor- 
cycles. The five men open- 
ed fire and chased the Nazi 
motoreyelists, but the Ger- 
mans turned off the road in- 
to a forest and got away. 

The Yanks turned their 
jeeps around and got back 
on the road, Suddenly they 
were confronted by a Ger- 
man Panther tank and a 
yerman ‘Tank Destroyer. 
The two armored _ vehicles 
immediately opened fire on 
the jeeps with burp and ma- 
chine guns. Pvt. Nelson an- 
swered the enemy fire with 
his 30-caliber machine gun 
mounted on the jeep but his 
gun jammed, and _ they all 
jumped for cover. The Ger- 
mans. turned their big guns 
on the jeeps and hit both of 
them just after the Yanks 
jumped. t 

The Nazis began firing ¢n 
the ditches, forcing the five 
man patrol to seek shelter 
in nearby woods. Here they 
met two Polish refugees. 
“Sure, we get you back,” the 
Poles promised, and they led 
the Railsplitters through en- 
emy-held territory back to 
safety.

ELBA SERGEANT 
DECORATED IN ITALY 

With The Fifth Army In 
Italy—Staff Sgt. Wallace L. 
Parrish, 23,. of Elba, Ala., 
recently was awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal for he- 
roic achievement in action 
on the Fifth Army front 
during the Italian campaign. 

He is a squad leader with 
the 861st Infantry Regi- 
ment, 91st “Powder River” 
Division. 

Parrish and two other sol- 
diers, guarding a command 
post, were attacked by a 
strong enemy force, attempt- 
ing to move through a town 

Outnumbered five to one, 
Parrish and his comrades 
fought off the heavily arm- 
ed Germans with rifle fire. 
he Germans fired directly 
at the building with bazoo- 
kas, and sprayed the walls 
with machine pistol fire, but 
refusing to give ground, 
Parrish and his men cooly 
maintained their fire, killing 
and wounding several Ger- 
mans, and repelling the at- 
tack. Eleven prisoners were 
taken after the abortive as- 
sault, the citation related. 

A farmer in civilian life, 
Parrish entered service in 
November, 1942. His bro- 
ther, Odie Parrish, lives on 
Route 1, Elba.

HIGH IN COUNTY

Boll weevils are doing 
considerable damage to this 
year’s cotton crop. Field 
checks, made by the Agent 
and Assistant Agent, show 
that the infestation runs 
from 14 per cent in the vi- 
cinity of New Hope to 39 


per cent in the Enterprise 
area. One field that had 
been dusted with calcium 


checked and 
only 8 per 


arsenate was 
infestation was 
cent. 

Farmers are urged to! 
make a boll weevil count in| 
their cotton fields. Dusting 
should be started when the 
infestation reaches 10 per 
cent. To make a count, 100 
squares on stalks selected at 
random over field should be 
examined. If 10 squares out 
of 100 examined are punc- 
tured dusting should start. 

Farmers are reminded 
that the boll weevils will 
puncture squares as long as 


there are squares available. 
When the squares are gone 
the weevils will then pune- 
ture bolls. Calcium arse- 
nate applied every four or 
five days will control boll 
weevil. Farmers are urged 
to use this means of protect- 
ing their cotton crop.
